SEASON 1958—Received more than our share of rainfall during the months of June, 
July and August. During the entire Summer of 1957 we had a little over 6” of rain- 
fall, this year it was in excess of 6” during each month—June, July and August. 
The heavy rains caused soil compactness which slowed up the growth. Early Octo- 
ber—a killing frost gave us a rather short growing Season. The Dahlia roots this 
year are smaller than usual but vigorous to produce good results.
